All British forces will withdraw from the 
main Suez Canal Zone towns of Ismailia, Suez and 
Port Said in return for Egyptian promises to help 
fight the terrorists, British headquarters an- 
nounced tonight. 

The agreement was reached this morning by the 
British Commander, Lieutenant-General Sir George 
Erskine, and Abdel Hady Ghazaly Bey for Egypt. They 
met on the Ismailia-Port Said road.

Gen. Ridgway Denies

; General Matthew B. Ridgway’s United Nations Headquarters de- 
nied that any order to Allied troops to cease offensive ground action had 
been a at - responsible level. 

“As spokesman for General Ridgway, I can say that no such order 
has been given by the Eighth Army or anyone else,” Colonel George 
Patrick Welch said. 

; Col. Welch started further investigation, however, when newsmen 
informed him that war correspondents from several Korean front sectors 
had reported recent “fire only if fired upon” type orders from the higher 
headquarters.

East-bound traffic have to 
take the inner lane, while traffic 
going up Garden Road have to 
take the outer lane. The Police 
are firm on this and will not 
allow crossing of lanes. ‘As far 
as could been seen there were 
no serious hold-ups this morn- 
ing, the smoothest flow being of 
traffic travelling east. 

Additicnal traffic Police have 
been put on duty at key points 
and the Deputy Commissioner 
of Police, Mr Maxwell and the 
Divisional Superintendent of 
Traffic, Mr D.G. Tebbutt, spent 
some time thls morning observ- 
ing the working of the new 
system. 

According to a high Police 
Official the plan was working 
very - - smoothly; professional 
drivers were very good while 
motorists were co-operating 
most reasonably and’ intelli-
